On 05-11-2013, at approximately 1814 hours, a nurse at St. Luke's 
Hospital notified Sergeant J, " CLICK *of a subject who had been brought in to 
the emergency room and was in critical condition due to complications from 
overconsumption of alcohol. The nurse reported that 'the subject had been 
identified as AIDAN MOHR and was twenty years old. I was in the emergency 
room at that time, regarding an unrelated call for service and assisted on 
this investigation with Sergeant CLICK at t&t time., 

Emergency room nurse, KELLY CRACRAFT, reported that MOHR had been brought 
in to the emergency room lobby at approximately 1500 hours on 05-11-2013, 
placed in a wheelchair and left by a male subject who brought MOHR in. 
CRACRAFT told me that the m ale subject, later identified :y^^g 
investigation as REID^H, |ad left a note on MOHR with^^'S name and 
phone number. 

CRACRAFT said that MOHR was wearing only a pair of wet swimming trunks, 
was unresponsive in the lobby, had vomited, and "was turning blue". 
CRACRAFT said that MOHR wa s immediately taken into an emergency room where 
he was intubated. | 

^g^^ CRACRAFT said that MOHR'S BAC was 
approximately 0.471% and his core body temperature was approximately 
P^PH when he was brought into the ER. MOHR was treated by Doctor LISA 
DEWINTER while he was in the emergency room. 

At that time in the investigation, MOHR was unconscious an d unrespon sive. 
MOHR was not able to communicate due being unconscious and IHHBH _ at 

that time. CRACRAFT said that r MOHR had been in that same condition since he 
had been admitted into the ER. CRACRAFT said that they were able to treat 
MOHR quickly enough that he was likely to survive, but he would be 
transferred to the intensive care unit for further treatment.
